Melrose Advises 
''Reforestation" 



Stresses Importance : 
Of Conserving Forest 

At Present Time 

Vancouver, Jan. 7.— ((niP)In an 
address in B.C., Mr. George Mel 
rose. Assistant Chief Forester for 
the province, staled that the pros 
ent time is the most Important for 
the science of forestry. 

"We have developed our forests, 
he said, "and know where we 
stand. We have found out that our 
forests are not unlimited but w 
have also found out that we should 
take steps to perpetuate them." 
One-IUrd Productive 

Mr. Melrose pointed out that of 
B.C.'8 total area of 234 million 
acres only one-third Is productive 
Of this third the forests cover 95%, 
and the other 5% is usable for agri- 
culture. 

Forests of B.C are more Impor- 
tant than agriculture, producing 40c 
in every dollar earned in the prov- 
ince, he said. 

INCOME SOURCE 
"One of the greatest sources of 

income from our forests comes from 
the tourist trade. Without the for- 
ests, 'the animals (or hunting, and 
the rivers for fishing, many of he 
tens of thousands of „tourista which 
come to B.C. would cease bring- 
ing their money."

The Cunadian University Frees' >'«tional 
Conference, held in the McGill Union between 
ChriBtmap nnd New Year'$ Day, was succesîful 
lieyond what it accoraplifhed in the technical 
pphere relevant to an association of 16 or 17 
college newspapers. It was successful because 
the personal contact between the student^editors 
promoted an understanding which no amount 
of correspondence and cNchangc of publications 
could ever hope to bring about. Even though 
little time was left for intimate discussion of 
the many facets of capipus life from Vancoijver 
to Halifax, the two-and-a-hajf days of the con- 
ference bqsinefs itself were enough to show the 
amàçing similarity ii) points of view, problems, 
and methods, and the relative auperficiaiity of 
the differences. 

While attending very strictly to business 
«•hile there remained any business to be done, 
the representatives to the conference had a 
iudioiously tempered sense of the place of such 
a conference in Canadian university life. It js 
therefore with tongue in cheek, though with a 
sense of achievement that our standards shotild 
merit such praise, that we reprint the following 
editorial from The Montreal Star, of Friday, 
December 20: 

"University graduates of a more matur- 
ing vintage have probably never realired 
that university journalism is getting into 
the "big business" class. A gathering of the 
clan which is going on in Montreal these 
days brings that fact home. Fifteen publi- 
eations in both English and French are rep> 
resented and there is a big enough agenda 
to keep everybody busy until the end of the 
war. 

If there ever was a tlnje when "college 
Joiirnalitm" was a legitimate target for mild 
antartainment, that day has passed. From 
any point of view and judged from any 
angle there are university news publications 
in Canada which, edited and managed by 
ijndergraduates, are highly creJitable per- 
fofinanoea of which any staff, anywhere, 
might well be proud. That these publica- 
tions vxfixi an important infliience on uni- 
versities and university life goes without*, 
'layingi and that such influence should ex- 
tend into at least the earlier of graduate 
years is inevitable. The standard of writing 
is usually high and — what is even more 
important—the sense of responsibility evi- 
denced by the editorial staffs is very seldom 
forgotten. 

The undergraduate body of our Cana^ 
dian schools of higher learning has reason to 
be proud of its own press. It has dayeloped 
greitly in every respect In thp last two de- 
eadea or so and is playing an Important part 
In ita own wide field."

It has well been pointed out that the Ger- 
rtans are fighting to the bitter end simply be- 
cause the United Nations have left them no 
alternative. We said to the enemy, early in the 
war, that we ivould accept nothing less than

"unconditional durrender". It was a good thing 
that we'ihould thus have steeled our determine 
ation to win or lose, with no half-way measures. 
But Ihis dictum was based on the two well- 
popularized fact that Germany was not occupied 
completely after the last war and therefore the 
Germans were able to persuade each other that 
they had not lost the war. This attitude, we 
thought, was responsible for their renewed will- 
ingness to undertake war, whereas in effect it 
was only one of a host of factors^and a minor 
one at that— leading up lo the present conflict. 
Yet we are now allowing our desire to deal witJi 
this one çmall factor to interfere with our win- 
ning the war, for now the Germans will fight 
till they collapse completely. They will collapse 
eventiially, as far as their organized resistance 
goes, but that will take so much longer if the 
mass of Germans see no point in getting rid 
of their Nazi leaders, if- in fact they are com- 
pelled, by a psychological Inevitability, to make 
of those leaders the heroes of what wa faar may 
turn out to be an underground resistance. 

Since no one but a stable and representative 
Çerrfian government will be able to quell such 
a post-war Nazi movement, jt is extremely vital 
that our plans for fosteriiiB such a government 
be formulated and adopted, so that we niay 
cease unconsciously to foster the Na^i mover 
ment ip it« own bajllwiçk. ; 

Our plans for Germany must be a part of 
our planp for ourselves, for the world a? a 
whoja; hence such a step means that the sor 
called "Big Three'' muit, for the sake of a more 
effective prosecution of the war if nothing else, 
make a beginning at an international organiza- 
tion of some sort. Such a move, beyond our 
present position of "unconditional surrender," 
will hasten a victory whose cost entitles it to 
be a prelude tq more than merely vain attempts 
at the maintenance of . military, supremaoy. .

Man, a^ such, has made the 
world feel the impact of his ex- 
panding cranium and his restless 
hands for a mere three thousand 
years; according to geoloslits 
(whose rantings are not so errone- 
ous as is believed by the uninform- 
ed) the world went on evolving 
and stewing In its own creative 
Juices for nearly a billion years 
before It produced man: and yet 
In the brief flick of the evolution- 
ary secand hand that man has been 
crawling on the face of the earth, 
he has already put the earth 
throiwh a mass-production rush Job 
to the beauty parlor; now that he 
has had a little time to think about 
new world" . . . particularly so 
when he happens to discover the. 
little publicized fact that 79 per 
cent of our national income is spent 
for the purposes of carrying on a 
war and 0.5 per cent for scientific 
research. 

Nature has been floundering 
around In the morass of trial and 
error ,for countless thousands ot 
centuries getting things as they 
are . . . then along comes that nou- 
veau-rlche quadruped and begins 
tossing things around like an irres- 
ponsible child with a new toy. 
Cause, effect, and cross-purposes 
are inextricably woven together 
like threads in a fine meshwork; 
remove one and the whole struct- 
ure spontaneously unravels itself 
to a tangled snarl. Without careful 
investigation one can never deter- 
mine the keystone, the removal of 
which w|JI bring the whole struct- 
ure tumbling dou-n in ruins 
TTiroughout the course of recorded 
history, all great discoveries and 
experiments whose final results 
were merely postulated at the time 
of their occurrence have been m>de 
when the world was intellectually 
and sociologically unready for the 
results to burst upon it Galileo was 
considered a heretic for publishing 
an4 proclaiming his discoveries of 
planetary motion ... hut they dis. 
agreed with contemporary opinion. 
In more recent times, rabbit* were 
introduced into Australia for hunt 
ing purposes. Having no natural 
enemies, they multiplied prollflcally 
and the results are now notorious. 

It is obvious that when we go in 
for applied science we xmA upset 
a few patterns sooner or later. Up- 
setting patterns is one of the surest 
indications of progress, but it is alto 
beneficial to determine how to up? 
set pattern* and remove building 
block* while pbtalninf ma)(lmum 
benefit with a minimum of harm' 
ful after-effect*. The first step in 
clearing up our problems i* to 
make available to more people the 
oppQrtunity of working on them; 
too. many- potentially competent 
Kientlat*. are mUmated with their 
professions 4tie to tack of opportun- 
ity or money or both; en4 of those 
in scientific work • • • there are too 
m*ny with the bottIe.wa*her men- 
tality— they do their Job with an 
eye on the c]oek ai^d l^ave hefora 
the whistle blow*. T^ere |*^ too 
l(tUe of scientific integration* and 
coordination between the. sciences 
so that we discover things of no 
practical value, or else tabulate our 
discoveries in scientific periodicals 
(of which there are over 30,000 
published annually) and leave them 
to moulder untU their rediscovery: 



as an exampla, DDT. the miraculous 
new insecticide that won lis spur* 
in Italy recently, wa* in actuality 
discovered in 1874. . . , 

Science does not only have to 
battle with its unsolved problems 
...It has to face the still.powerful 
forces of orthodox* religion, and (the 
satellite forces of the anti-vlvisec> 
tlonists, Uie «nti-eugeneticista and 
in less degree the people of the 
mentality of tho&c who still believe 
the world is flat and are arbitrarily 
and unconditionally opposed to 
those that "tamper with the forces 
of nature." It merely becomes a 
case of everyone worrying about 
w|iethor ehildbirUi should be re- 
lieved by anaesthesia or not, and 
everyone i* given his say except the 
pregnant woman. ^ 

One of the causes of the. present 
trouble is that most of the scleiiees; 
particularly the biological iiçienceSi 
each built itself a fortress and re- 
tired for a time |nto the security 
of that stronghold; another* ot the 
causes is the misapplication and 
pervercton of • diKowtri^lq^l^- 
viduals not ImbuM' with tlie scien- 
tific spirit but desirous of Its ex- 
ploitation; the atom speaks all 
languages and recognizes no patent 
lawj. However, an objective eval- 
uation, disregarding teleology, will 
show conclusively that the world 
is better off for the application of 
scientific knowledge, and that man 
owes th« connotation "human" to 
scientific discoveries 8n4 their em' 
pl^rme{jt^yeb;more Ihin^ha^ewe* 
hi* n|eknsme!*'now used somewhat 
sardonically, to the discovery of 
great moral principles. However, 
the two are mutually necessary; we 
shall outline In a subsequent col> 
umn the reason* why we have no 
need to envy the "carefree" beasts 
of the field whose livelihood is 
provided by their natural environ* 
ment. — I.W.S.

This is not Ihe case. ^Vhlle 
naturally some people are more 
adept at learning than others 
everyone can ski properly and 
well. Naturally, for the beginner* 
we advise ski lessons from a prop- 
erly qualified instructor who will 
teach them Ihe rudiments of Ihe 
turns and the main principles of 
skiing.

Ski Tecnique 
Having acquired some knowledge 
of ski turns and ski technique 
there are many little things that 
can be done to Improve their 
ability. Skiing, like every other 
sport, demands relaxation and the 
proper ppllcation of muscles. When 
skier is tense and stiff it is 
natural that he cannot turn prop- 
erly nor apply his weight In the 
right place at the right time. 

To get away from the tenseness 
It Is a good thing to learn to ski 
quirkly across the flat sliding the 
skils freely and easily and pushing 
at' the proper time with the poles. 
A little time each day devoted to 
this alone will rapidly improve any 
skier's ability to walk around on 
his skils. Doing kick turns on the 
side of a hill make the skier feel 
more at home on his skils and im- 
proves his ablllly to bring them 
into the proper position quickly 
and smoothly. 

Little Practice 
This is again a matter of a few 
minutes' practice. You will notice 
that the better skiers Jump around 
on their skils a lot. resting their 
weight on their poles, flipping up 
their heels and bouncing them 
from side to side while standing 
around talking. While this looks 
Just like an exurberance of good 
spirits it has a practical purpose. 
They are becoming more at home 
on their skill. 

They become so used to beuncf 
Ing them around and moving them 
that when In turns or tight corners 
they can do it almost as seconci na- 
ture. It further makes them feel 
that their skils are a part of them- 
selves, Another excellent practice 
Is to skate on your skill. This may 
look difficult and feel awkward at 
first but you would be' surprised 
when you have practised in a small 
space by yourself bow rapidly you 
catch on to this. 

Ski Skating 

Skating on skils gives you a 
greater feeling of control over your 
skils and is inclined to make them 
feel less cumbersome to you. It 
teaches yoit another Important lei* 
son, that you can^ sometimes step 
around turns or obstacles by simply 
placing or liaini; the ski in another 



direction, and that when you are 
travelling slowly or are tired and 
want to save strength this step 
turn is very important. When you 
have become more used to moving 
your sklis around you will be able 
to skate down small hills on them 
Do (his often, It will pay you 
dividends and make you look more 
at home on" your skils and make 
the execution of proper ski tech 
nlque cosier. At this point there 
is another little (rick that goes 
long way to giving you the feel 
of your skils and teaches you ho>v 
to move your weight properly. In 
skating dotvnhlll, after skaUng 
few steps, coast ont on your open 
ski and allow It to bring you in a 
long radius turn. 

Proper Balance 

In other words In pushing off on 
the right ski It will turn you grsd 
ually off to the right If you balance 
on It property. You can push off 
this foot to the left and execute 
turn to the lefL Practice at this 
when you have some time to play 
around, it will make you extreme 
ly proficient It will give you con 
fldence In your balance and posi 
tion when you are turning on trails 
at high speed. It will do much to 
make you a smoother and better

It is the same 
way that competitors used to 
practice turns down through single 
slalom poles by the hour or you 
would see them out doing small 
pole hops on an open hill. This

1; . In the interest of conserving boots it is essential that they 
be treated with periodical applications'- of boot dressing or 
dubbin, particularly in winter weather, notwithstanding that 
this treatment will not permit the bright shine. 
3. Officers -.Commandhig will therefore Issue Instructions to 
the effect that boots will be treated with bpot dressing or 
dubbin during the period November Ist to AprH 30th. 

3. While the continuous use of dubbin is desirable the use 
of polish is permissible during the remainder of the year, but 
in thU connection attention is directed ' to tiie following In- 
struction: . 

(a) The removal of dubbin or boot dressing by the use of 
gasoline or oâier similar isoivehU; by the application 
of "hot Irons", or by other ^ilar methods with a 
view to obtaining a high polish, also ' removes the 

original oiU used by the tanner and the leather preser- 
vatives used .by the manufacturer.. This shortens the 
life of ttie iMots and reduces thrirwaierproot qualities. 

Officers' Conmandlng imlts will therefore forbid such 
practices within their units. 

(b) Officers Conunanding will. aUo ensure that weekly 
' Inspections of boots are carried out by platoon com- 
manders with a view to lUvlng.bpota.repa before 
damage to tiie irait arid^îâédle 'itole' occtirs. °

average of 60 per cent, but for 
students who had already spent 
three academic years In University 
in September, 1943, . 50 per cent, in 
all required courses and average of' 
80 per cent. 

It has already been ruled that 
senior students physically fit for 
military service, who by special ar 
rangements are no, longer .taking 
military training with O.T.C., the 
U.A.T.C.. or the UN.T.D» must 
maintain avl^age of 65% . over all 
courses taken. 

The above rules apply to all stu 
dents In the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, regardless of. age or medi- 
cal category. 

Any student claiming special con 
slderatlon on ground of. illness, 
family bereavement, etc., should 
present his certificate at the Reg- 
Utrar's office on or. before Decem' 
ber 22nd. ' ■'.

He added that everything trbm 
explosives to clothing can be made 
from wood, and that Canada's re- 
search laboratories are fast develop 
ing this line of forestry. 
NEED REFOBEBTATION 

"Foresters must also ' study re- 
foresUtion," he conUnued, "they 
must leam how the forests can be 
perpetuated even w^le they are 
being cut." 

To further the study, of reforesta 
tlon a Royal Forestry Commission 
has been set up under the direction 
of Mr. Justice Sloane. 

"This is the most significant thing 
done so far" Mr. Melrose said, "and 
after the war the returning men 
should provide enough manpower 
to carry through any projects 
thought necessary." 

To continue getting the revenue 
from the forests Melrose felt it was 
necessary for more men . to study 
forestry in our universities.
